COAST DEFENSE ENTIRELY IN 


ADEQUATE. 


A Mew Military System Needed to 


Effectively 
Protect 
ThU 


Country. 


It has cost Uncle Sam approxi 


matcly one billion dollars to irain- 
tain an army of 90,000 men in con 
slant training during the last tei 
years, and yet he has a trained force 
of only 40,000 soldiers actually avail- 
able for purposes of immediate de- 
fence. 


It has cost Switzerland, with a 


peculation about that of Massachus- 
etts, $65,000,000 in ten years to train 
an army that can place 500,000 men in 
the_field within a few days if the oc- 
casion should require. -The expense 
to Uncle Sam in that period has been 
?io,ooo a man, while the total cost to 
the Swiss Government has been $130 
a man. 


These statements showing how ex- 


pensive our unpreparedness has been 
are contained in a reoort of the army 
committee of the National Security 
League, of which former Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson is the 
chairman. 


'Without doubt the greatest de- 


fensive bulwark of the nation should 
-be formed by our millions of male 
citizens capable of bearing arms, but 
in their untrained state they are as 
powerless to stop an invasion as an 
undeveloped gold mine in Alaska 
would _be to stop a painc on Wall 
Street/' the committee says. "It is 
folly to suppose that we can use our 
citizens against an invader before 
they have been trained and we must 
have ready at all times a trained 
force strong enough to hold the tide 
of invasion until our raw citizens 
have been developed Into a servicea- 
ble product." 
_The committee says that 
condi- 


tions have undergone a change in the 
last fifty or one hundred years and 
declares: "If our volunteers are to be 
the real war force of the nation they 
must be protected during their train- 
ing- period by a force already train- 
ed that can be speedily mobilized." 


The committee records its abso- 


lute confidence in the ability, integri- 
ty and patriotism of the officers who 
constitute the General * Staff of the 
Army and adopts without reserva- 
tion their recommendation for the 
strength of our trained first line of 
land defense. The strength of this 
trained force was fixed by the Gen-1 
eral Staff 
taji at approximately soo.oc'O 
men. 


"The navy is our first line of de- 


fence against an attack from across 
the seas," the report says. "So long 
as it is xnaster on the sea there can 
Ije Httle or no danger of successful 
invasion. Every consideration of na- 
tional 
safety 
demands that 
the 


strength and efficiency of tne navy 
shall be so maintained that it may 
"bear its proper share of the defense 
"burden. That it is deficient in ships 
and personnel Is clearly shown by 
the report of the navy committee of 
the National Security League." 


The committee points out that 


•while a powerful navy is a "mighty 
agency for pea_ce," it is not sufficient 
insurance against national disaster 
in war. 


"It is practicable to develop the de- 


fensive power of a nation to approxi- 
mate 
its 
maximum 
energy 
only 


through the agency of a land force." 
it continues. "Our navy force is not 
an adequate first line and our land 
forces are not adequate support for 
the navy. The two combined do not 
form a buhvak behind which the un- 
developed military resources of the 
country can be'converted 'into mili- 
tary strength. The tide of invasion 
can breafeih'rough the v/eak dam be- 
fore new material can be had to 
strength 


The committee says that out of 


90,000 men constituting our regular 
army there are in round numbers 
only 40,000 remaining in the United 
States. The others are on garrison 
duty outside the States. Of this 40,- 
ooo, 16,000 are coast artillerymen and 
consequently the only well disciplin- 
ed force which may be moved to 
meet an invader is made up of less 
than 25,000 men. or a little more than 
twice the New York police force. 


The militia, or National Guard, 


rolls contain approximately 125,000 
men. but the committee says not 
more than ha_lf of it is even moder- 
ately well trained. Possibly 6o.coo mi- 
litia might be used in an emergency 
•such as an invasion of our shores, 
and a total force of 85,000 regulars 
and 
militia, 
therefore, 
constitute 


"our total defensive mobile force for 
the protection of many thousands of 
miles of coast and land frontier." 


"A hostile ship that -would not dare 


come within range of the defenses 
of New "York City."' it continues, 
"could land troops v»-:th perfect safe- 
ty a few miles away on the coast of 
Long Island or Xe.w Jersey. The guns 
in these defenses would be no more 
powerless to oppose a landing be 
yond their range if they were located 
on _thc- most remote island of Alaska, 
"these runs can be fired onlv lo- 


army. This is due in part to a faulty 
military system and in part to a po- 
litical pork barrel system. That the 
abuses and extravagances of the lat- 
ter .should extend to our military 
system is the natural consequence 
of a national executive budget. Be- 
fore more money is spent on our 
military forces it should be possible 
to so reform our methods that we 
may spend more wisely and econo- 
mically that which we do spend. So 
long as the Secretary of War—the 
man primarily responsible for the ef- 
ficiency and economical administra- 
tion of the' service—has no hand in 
the preparation of a budget and no 
voice to defend such a budget on the 
floor of 
the houses of Congress, 


while the men who find advantage in 
spending the appropriations in ex- 
travagant ways have such a voice as 
well as a vote, just so long will our 
national defensive arrangements b"e 
woefully out of proportion to the 
money expended. 


"As a first step toward making our 


military system highly and perma- 
nently 
efficient 
a 
budget 
system 


should be adopted in our national 
administration similar to that which 
exists in substantially all other civi- 
lized countries." 


Farm Advisers of the State. 


The Farm Advisers' work of the 


Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture was begun August i, 1913. be- 
ing authorized by a special Act of 
Assembly passed at the preceding 
session of the Legislature. The Act 
made a distinct appropriation for 
carrying out its provisions for the 
period ending May 31, 1915. 


In accordance with the terms of 


the Act, the Secretary of Agriculture 
appointed ten persons, deemed to be 
•qualified by experience to give in- 
struction in the Science of Agricul- 
:uie and to demonstrate approved 
agricultural methods" at such times 
and places as should be indicated by 
the calls made for such service. 


In order to cover, as nearly as pos- 


sible, the most important forms of 
agricultural work, two persons were 
appointed for giving instruction and 
demonstrations relating to Soil Im- 
orovement and General Crop Pro- 
duction, two persons to give special 
attention to the subject of Poultry 


ttnd Poultry Products, two persons 
.ssigned to the subject of Animal 
•zusbandry. including the Dairy In- 
.ustry. and one person to each of 
he following subjects, viz.: Fruit 
growing- and Market Gardening, Co- 
iperation 
in Buying and 
Selling, 


,and 
Drainage and Water Supply, 


nd the subject of Domestic Science. 
These appointments were made or 
lie iSth of July 1913, for a period to 
nd with the close of said year from 
jhich period the work was continu- 
ed, by common consent of the De- 
partment and those employed, to the 
end of the period for which the Act 
provided an appropriation for the 
support of the work.

The Act 
of 1913 provided relief for "indigent, 
widowed or abandoned mothers for 
partial support." of their children in 
their homes" and under that law 
the Attorney General held that a 
pension could not be paid to a moth- 
er whose husbanc was confined in an 
insane asylum. The new Act of 1915 
does 
not 
provide for 
abandoned 


mothers, but sajs the pension shall 
be made to "women who have chil- 
dren nnder sixteen years ot age and 
whose husbands arc dead or perma- 
nenth" confined in institutions for 
the insane, when such women are of 
good repute, but poor and depend- 
ent on t-icir own efforts for support 
as aid in supporting: their children 
in their own homes."

The i>hrui*e "tire luuds" originated lu

serve." After the Revolutionary war, 
when the colonies consented to CCM!C* 
their claims to western lauds to cou- 
m'ss. Connecticut reserved from iier 
cession a tract embracing a large part 
of northern Ohio.
